It will be 
noted that the proposed directive ranks non«niilitary decora* 
tions immediately after military decorations, but before all 
service medals o Kowfever, a recipient who desires to emphasize 
the National Seevrlty Medal could wear it in the most prpmi® 
nent position on the uniform provided one service medal is 
worn after it.
